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SECRETARY STIMSON’S REPORT 


AKING cognizance of the movement 

for a separate Air Force, Secretary of 
War Stimson, in his annual report made 
ublic this week, states emphatically that 
the Army Air Corps “should not be sub- 
jeted to the destructive efforts of hasty 
legislation.” 


“We have been progressing by an 
wderly and good-tempered evolution,” 


the Secretary reported. “It is no time for 
theintervention of arbitrary or ill-advised 
experiments.” 

Secretary Stimson, in his report which 
overed the year ended 30 June 1041, re- 
viewed for the President the “character 
of the sudden danger which has con- 
fronted us,” recalling Germany’s rise in 
nilitary might and stating that “not until 
wr country saw its former democratic 
ilies and friends struck down in quick 
secession did our Congress, representing 
aweurately the views of our people, 
uithorize the fiscal appropriations neces 
airy to make any adequate defense.” 

In the second section of the report, 
which treats of “the effect of the new 
thiracter of the danger upon our prepara- 
tim for defense,” the Secretary tells of 
the difficulties of today’s plight as com- 
jared with that of 1917. However, he 
states :

Service Pay 

A direct request for expedition of ac- 
tion on the interdepartmental pay bill 
was made this week to the Budget Bureau 
by Senator Edwin C. Johnson, of Colo- 
rado, chairman of the special Military 
Affairs Subcommittee studying the mea- 
sure. 

Senator Johnson’s request produced no 
immediate reply, but he was informed by 
the budget that its decision would be 
forthcoming within the next few days. 

The chairman is remaining in Wash- 
ington during the holidays, and has ex- 
pressed a determination to take up the 
bill he has sponsored even if word is not 
received by the budget. It was pointed out 
that every department affected already 
has endorsed the bill. 

A study of the bill, section by section, 
will be undertaken by the subcommittee 
immediately after the holidays, Mr. John- 
son said, announcing abandonment of 
plans to call representatives of the de- 
partments before the committee. This will 
not be necessary, he pointed out, unless 
their assistance is required to clarify 
specific questions. He indicated that some 
amendments to the bill might be offered 
by Senators. 

One of those who intimated that he 
might offer amendments to the bill is 
Senator Lodge, of Mass., a member of 
the full Military Affairs Committee but 
not a member of the subcommittee. 

“T have always been in favor of equal- 
ized pay,” Senator Lodge said this week. 
“I take the long view and look to the fu- 
ture. We should build a_ professional 
standing Army the same as we have with 
the Navy. 

“IT believe the pay bill should deal with 
retirement as well as pay,” continued Mr. 
Lodge. He pointed out that a man can 
enlist in the Navy at 18 and retire at age 
26, with retired pay of $100, and stated 
that the Army should offer equal op- 
portunities. 

Senator Lodge, a colonel in the Cavalry 
Reserve who has served several periods 
of active duty, stated, “It seems to me off- 
hand that the pay bill is good as far as 
it goes. It represents a sound approach,

Army Uniform Allowance 


Legislation to authorize payment of a 
uniform allowance of $150 to graduates 
of officer candidate schools commissioned 
in the Army of the United States and to 
certain Reserve officers reporting on ac- 
tive duty was reported favorably this 
week by the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, 

The committee reported the Capper 
bill, S. 1891, but struck out all after the 
enacting clause and substituted its own 
bill. The original Capper bill, introduced 
4 Sept., authorized the issue of uniforms 
and equipment, not exceeding a value of 
$447, to each officer of the Army of the 
United States at the time such person 
reported for active duty for a period of 
six months or more. Under the original 
bill, these articles would remain the prop- 
erty of the United States, 

It was pointed out by the Committee 
that the War Department, in its report 
on the bill, stated that enactment in the 
form submitted would require the estab- 
lishment of substantial depot stocks of 
the prescribed items, an identification and 
accounting system, provision for measure- 
ment and fitting of officers, and the manu- 
facturing or contracting for finished 
items, and would also involve unnecessary 
expense and difficulties with respect to 
the disposition of used and surplus cloth- 
ing, and would relieve individual officers 
of responsibility for the appearance, neat- 
ness and proper fitting of their uniforms. 

“The War Department pointed out, 
however,” said the committee, “that it 
favors the enactment of legislation which 
would provide a clothing allowance for 
certain persons who were recently com- 
missioned in the Army of the United 
States and recommended that 8. 1891 be 
amended accordingly. 

“Under existing law,” continued the 
committee, “a gratuity of $150 for the 
purchase of uniforms is authorized for 
Reserve officers (Public No. 511, 76th 
Congress) and is paid in installments of 
$50 each upon completion in separate fis- 
cal years of their first three periods of 
active duty of three months or less. Avia- 
tion cadets receive an allowance of $150

Navy Dept. Reorganized 
By New CinCUS Powers 


In a sweeping executive order made 
public this week, President Roosevelt ef- 
fected a reorganization of the Navy De- 
partment in so far as control of the Fleet 
is concerned, relieving the Chief of Oper- 
ations of many of his most important 
duties and turning them over to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet. 

Under the terms of the reorganization 
order, the CinC of the Fleet will be in 
supreme command of all operating forces 
and will be responsible directly to the 
President. 

To the new, powerful post of CinO, US 
Fleet, the President appointed Admiral 
Ernest J. King, USN, who has commanded 
the Atlantic Fleet since its organization 
last February. Because of the “shoot on 
sight” order, Admiral King’s command 
has been at war for many months. 

In selecting Admiral King, the Presi- 
dent, as in the case of Lt. Gen. Delos 
Emmons at Hawali, gave recognition to 
the predominate importance of aviation, 
for Admiral King has been closely identi- 
fied with Naval aeronautics since 1926, 
when he was placed in command of the 
USS Wright and seaplane squadrons, 
Since that time he qualified as a naval 
aviator, served as assistant chief and 
later as chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, commanded the carrier USS Lexing- 
ton, commanded the aircraft, Base Force ; 
aircraft, Scouting Force; and later, air- 
craft, Battle Force. Prior to his speciali- 
zation in aviation, he had had consider- 
able experience with submarine warfare, 
having commanded submarine divisions 5 
and 11, and later the Submarine Base at 
New London, Conn, 

To succeed Admiral King in command 
of the important Atlantic Fleet, the 
President chose Rear Adm. Royal E. In- 
gersoll, USN, who has been Assistant 
Chief of Naval Operations. However, be- 
cause of the detachment of the CinC, US 
Fleet, from command of a component 
unit of the Fleet, the Navy has used up 
its legal quota of Admirals, with the re- 
sult that Rear Admiral Ingersoll probably 
will continue in his present grade until 
legislation, now being drafted in the De- 
partment, is enacted authorizing an addi- 
tional admiral. 

Under the new set-up, Admiral King 
will have his “principal office” in the 
Navy Department in Washington, but he 
will still be considered as on sea duty 
and will be free to exercise personal com- 
mand at sea “as in his judgment circum- 
stances make advisable.” 

He will have a staff to assist him in his 
important duties. Already he has selected 
Rear Adm. Russell Willson, USN, super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy, as his 
Chief of Staff. Capt. T. Starr King, USN, 
director of Physical Training at the Naval 
Academy, will serve as Acting Superin- 
tendent until Rear Admiral Willson’s suc- 
cessor is named, 

Admiral King will take over his new 
duties next week. In the interim, he is 
sitting in with the conferences with the 
British and other naval officials, selecting 
the staff which will serve with him, and 
disposing of other details incident to tak-

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Editors at Odds on Air-Sea Superiority; Agree on Importance of Singapore

HE question of the superiority of the airplane over the battleship has been for 

i some years a subject of much discussion and much disagreement. Today this 
problem presented on a background of actual war is even more discussed, is still 
. source of disagreement. This the following editorials will reflect. Not so, however, 
is the discussion concerning the strategic importance of Singapore. Long recognized 
as a vital spot in the mflitary positions of England and America, Singapore, coveted 
goal of Japan, is under attack at the moment. The concluding editorials will explain 
the importance of this attack and will illuminate the importance and necessity of a 


Japanese defeat. 


“The backbone of modern naval power—the battleship has been broken,” states 
the Chicago, IIL, Sun, which explains that, “nothing less can be read in the series of 
losses that have overtaken the German, Italian, American, British and Japanese 
navies at the hands of bombers and torpedo-carrying planes.” 

Continuing, the Sun says, “At any moment, in any sea battle, a superior concen- 
tration of air power may overturn and reverse the balance of naval power. No nation 
today can count on capital ships for safety,” the Sun adds, pointing out that, “sea 
power sustained by air power can still rule; but without air supremacy at sea no navy 


ean exist. 


The Indianapolis, Ind., News explains that many persons have lost faith in the 
value of the battleship as a result of the sinkings of the Prince of Wales and Repulse. 
The News points out that these vessels were unprotected by air power and says, 
“Navy experts count on ample air protection for the battleship, and do not believe that 
the case against it is won when a battleship without adequate air protection is lost.” 

A similar expression is found in the Cincinnati, Ohio, Times-Star which says, 
“The success of the Japanese air raid on Pearl Harbor, the sinking of the Prince of 
Wales and the Repulse, the destruction of one Japanese battleship and the injury of 
another by American bombers—all these naturally have made new converts to the 
ilea that we are in the twilight of naval power and that the surface ship can no 
longer hold control of the seas in the face of aerial opposition.” The effect of this 
statement is somewhat made invalid by a further comment of the Times-Star which 
questions, “Without control of the sea routes how can America or Japan or Great 
Britain get the gasoline and lubrication oil to airplanes operating from Hawali, the 


Philippines, Formosa, or Singapore?” 
“It seems to us,” the Durham, N. C 


. Herald says, “that it is to over-simplify 


surface ships and concentrate on airplanes. The fuel planes use and the bombs they 
drop,” the Herald relates, “have to be hauled across miles of water in surface Ships. 
We are an island, same as Britain, and we cannot prosecute any war beyond oy 


borders except we have a powerful navy.” 


In a summation of its opinion on the airplane-battleship controversy, the Hergy 
says, “Let’s keep our heads and get busy building all the planes we can build and alg 
all of the warships we can build as fast as we can.” 

An optimistic note is struck in the Richmond, Ind., Palladium Item which Bays, 
“It is possible that the Japanese success in the air signals the end of the effectivenes 
of surface warships. If this is the case,” the Palladium Item continues, “then the 
Japanese have wiped out the value of their own navy as well as the navies of other ge, 
powers. That leaves air power supreme. The Japanese industrial capacity is nowher 
nearly as big as is the case in the United States.” Quoting then from the Bible, the 
Palladium Item says, “My spiritual man shall have wings, saith The Book, If this 
means what it well may mean then we have another reason for not doubting the coming 


of our final victory.” 


The importance of Singapore is told well in a New York City Evening Post editoria) 
which says, “One glance at the map shows why Singapore is like the boy in the story, 
pressing his hand against the leak in the dike. And we stand behind the dike.” 


Continuing the Post comments, “Singapore on the Strait of Malacca commands the 
best route by more than 2,000 miles from the Pacific into the Indian Ocean. Singapore 
is the barrier, holding invasion from Australia, India, and Africa. 
resists,” the Post says, “Japan is denied access to the oil wells of Java and is limite 
to Eastern Asia. Singapore is vital to American commerce because most of the tin an 
most rubber that we use is shipped from that port.’’ Concluding, the Post reflects that 
“without Singapore, America faces a far-away enemy, strangling us but out of ow 


range and diffused over the whole map.” 


The Washington, D. C., Evening Star carries forward the discussion of Singapore's 
importance and says, “Possession of the Dutch Indies with its limitless natural re 
sources, especially oil and rubber, would give Japan its most vitally needed raw m- 
terials. That vast empire,” the Star points out, “spreads along the equator for 3% 
But its heart is the Island of Java, and this seat of Dutch power cannot 
be attacked in force while Singapore, Britain’s Gibraltar of the Orient, bars the way,

The Japanese force is estimated at from 
80,000 to 100,000, from six to eight divisions. 

The attempted invasion is being met with 
fierce resistance by American and Filipino 
troops. 

Fighting is continuing near Davao on the 
island of Mindanao, 

In other sectors there was renewed patrol 
activity.

1. Philippine Theater: Intense fighting con- 
tinues along the coastal areas of Lingayen 
Gulf, about 150 miles north of Manila on the 
island of Luzon, 

Attempted landings by the enemy near San 
Fabian and Damortis were frustrated. Japa- 
nese infantry landed near Agoo and moved 
south toward Damortis. American and Fili- 
pino troops, using artillery and tanks, have 
engaged the enemy south of Agoo. 

Japanese destroyers moved into Lingayen 
Gulf to cover a landing at Damortis, but were 
driven off by our artillery. 

2. Hawaii: The Commanding General, Ha- 
walian Department, reports that 273 Japanese 
aliens are now interned, Out of a total popu- 
lation of 425,000 in the Hawaiian Islands, 160,- 
000 are of Japanese ancestry. Of these 35,000 
are aliens. For the most part, the Japanese 
population of Hawaii has given no evidence 
of disloyalty. However, as was reported by 
Secretary Knox on his return from his re- 
cent trip to Hawaii, there is strong evidence 
to support the belief that some Japanese were 
engaged in “fifth column” activity and pro- 
vided the enemy with valuable military in- 
formation prior to the surprise attack on Pearl 
Harbor. These activities were entirely con- 
fined to Japanese esidents, all other elements 
of the population, as well as the great major- 
ity of the Japanese, remaining loyal to the 
United States. There were no “fifth column- 
ists” among the members of the armed services 
in Hawaii. The military authorities have im- 
prisoned all known Japanese leaders of sub- 
versive activities. Federal and territorial law 
enforcement agencies are cooperating with the 
Army in detecting and suppressing enemy 
“fifth Column” activities among the Japanese 
residents of the islands.

Redistribution of Navy 

With the graduation of the Naval 
Academy class on 19 Deec., the Bureau of 
Navigation has begun work on the redis- 
tribution of the Navy officers throughout 
the grades, which it hopes to have com 
pleted by 1 Jan. On the basis the U. 8.

Army War Promotion 
System 

The War Department today announced 
the adoption of a War time system of 
temporary promotion by selection uni- 
formly applicable to all officers of the 
Army of the United States regardless of 
components. 

“The effect of this decision,” the official 
announcement stated, “is to discontinue 
the present system governing permanent 
and temporary promotion of officers of 
the National Guard and the Officers Re- 
serve Corps and of officers of the Regu- 
lar Army retired list on active duty. 

“The new system has the following spe- 
cific features which are a distinct benefit 
to the whole Army, 

“It removes the existing suspension of 
promotion of officers of the Reserve Corps 
to grades of lieutenant colonel and colonel 
and of National Guard officers not on duty 
with the National Guard units to those 
crades. 

“It places all officers of all components 
on the same basis for promotion. 

“It decentralizes selection for promo- 
tion to field commanders who can base 
their recommendations upon personal ob- 
servation of demonstrated merit and give 
those oflicers who have demonstrated out- 
standing ability during the current emer- 
gency an opportunity for early advance- 
ment to grades comparable to their at- 
tainments and equalizing responsibility 
and rank. 

“The system adopted is fundamentally 
the same as the one initiated by the War 
Department at the beginning of the emer 
gency with temporary promotion was 
made by selection from among lieutenant 
colonels and majors of the Regular Army 
in order to equalize rank and responsibil- 
ity in that component and give the se 
lected officers their mobilization rank as 
contemplated by mobilization regulations 
as the first step in the transition from 
the peace time system of promotion to a 
system of selection suitable for war time. 
The War Department will complete the 
initial program by promoting the remain- 
ing especially selection lieutenant colonels 
and majors of the Regular Army to the 
next higher grade, 

“In addition to these promotions ap- 
proximately 360 selected captains and 1,- 
620 selected first lieutenants of the medi- 
cal corps will be promoted to the next 
higher grade in order to fill many of the 
vacant positions in that corps. The bulk 
of these latter promotions will be made 
from among officers of the National Guard 
and Reserve Corps. 

“Thereafter promotion by selection will 
be decentralized to the field commanders 
who will be authorized to recommend pro- 
motion of officers of all components for a 
miuximum of 60% of the position vacan- 
cies existing as of 1 Feb, 142. 

“The remaining 40% of existing vacan- 
cies in each grade are held by the War 
Department to be filled by calling officers 
of those grades to active duty from the 
Reserve Corps by transfers and reassign 
ments to be made by the War Department 
officers now on «administrative 


from 
duties.’ 

Also under study by the War Depart- 
ment, to meet the certain increased de- 
mands for officers is a reduction in the 
minimum age for commissioned officers 
from 21 to 19 years. All commissions 
hereafter will be in the Army of the 
United States, and statutes are being 
studied to determine whether the mini- 
mum age for such commissions may be 
reduced administratively. Such a reduc- 
tion would apply also to pilots. 

To produce the officers needed, the offi- 
cer candidate schools will be utilized 
more and more, The War Department has 
pointed out that it cannot produce officers 
in the necessary time in competition with 
a college curriculum and opposes special 
student corps such as were created dur- 
ing the World War, It will, however, 
maintain the R.O.T.C, at present strength 
as long as officers can be spared to ad 
minister it, but will oppose any sugges- 
tions that the R.O.T.C. be expanded.

Additional Admiral Sought 


The Navy Department will shortly 
press for legislation to give the President 
authority to promote to full admiral one 
additional officer of the Navy who is 
serving as commander of one of the Navy's 
fleets, 

The recent new assignments of the fleet 
commands of the Navy and the selection 
by the President of Admiral King to com- 
mand the U. 8S. Fleet has left the Navy 
short of Congressional authority for the 
promotion of Rear Adm, Royal EF. Inger- 
soll, USN, new commander of the Atlantic 
leet, to the rank of full admiral. 

At present, the Navy is restricted by 
statute to three full admirals, excluding 
the Chief of Naval Operations, to com- 
mand of fleets. This restriction is con- 
tained in Section 18, of the Act of 22 May 
1917, cited by the President in his execu- 
tive order on the tours of the CinC, which 
“That the VDresident is further 
nuthorized to designate six officers of the 
Navy for command of fleets or subdivi- 
sions thereof and, after being so desig- 
nated, from the date of assuming such 
command until relinquishment thereof, 
not more than three of such officers shall 
each have rank and pay of an admiral, 
others shall have rank and pay of a vice 
ndmiral;***...” 

In the elevation of Admiral King to 
supreme command of the U. 8S. Fleet the 
President really created a new post, for 
the CinC duties previously performed by 
Admiral Ilusband Ek. Kimmel, USN, were 
in addition to his other duties as com- 
mander of the Pacific Fleet, 

by virtue of his command, Admiral 
King retains his rank of Admiral, a rank 
that he held before as commnader of the 


states: 


Atlantic Fleet. Likewise Admirals 
Thomas ©, Hart, Commander of the 
Asiatic Fleet, and Chester W, Nimitz, 


Commander of the Pacific Fleet, are full 
admirals accounting for all the four-star 
ndmirals allocated to the Fleet under 
provisions of the Act of 22 May 1917. 

A full admiral draws a maximum pay 
and regular allowances of $9,700 plus a 
special allowance of $2,200, 





Statement by Admiral King

for uniforms when commissioned in the 
Air Corps Reserve (Public No, 97, 77th 
Congress). Necessary deductions are 
made administratively from the pay of 
cadets of the United States Military Acad- 
emy to provide them with uniform and 
equipment funds upon graduation. Dur- 
ing the World War cadets in the officers’ 
training camps were paid $100 per month 
so that they could purchase their own uni- 
form upon being commissioned. 

“It would seem, therefore, that all 
newly commissioned officers are provided 
with a uniform allowance except those 
officers who attained their appointment in 
the Army of the United States by gradua- 
tion from our officers’ candidate schools 
or who were commissioned as officers in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps but did not 
receive the allowance by provided by 
Publie 511, 76th Congress. 

“Your committee believes that the per- 
sonnel who graduate from the officers’ 
candidate schools and the young Reserve 
officers ordered to extended active duty 
should be provided with the same cloth- 
ing allowance, namely $150, as is now pro- 
vided by law for Reserve officers under 
Publie No, 511, 76th Congress, and Avia- 
tion Cadets under Publie No. 97, 76th Con- 
gress. Enlisted men commissioned in the 
Army of the United States from gradu- 
ates of officers’ candidate schools and 
many younger Reserve officers ordered to 
extended active duty, are not financially 
able to provide themselves with necessary 
officers’ uniforms. 

“Your committee further believes that 
this allowance should also be provided 
for all other persons who were originally 
commissioned subsequent to 26 Sept. 1941 
(the date of graduation from our first offi- 
cers’ candidate school) in the Army of 
the United States, or in any component 
thereof, except the Army Nurse Corps, 
from any source except graduates of the 
United States Military Academy. It is be- 
lieved that the allowance should be pay- 
able in the case of an officer commissioned 
in the Regular Army upon acceptance 
of such commission, and in the case of 
other officers the allowance should be paid 
when they shall have been ordered to, 
found qualified and accepted for active 
duty in the military service of the United 
States. It is believed that the allowance 
should also be paid to officers of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps who were commis- 
sioned prior to 26 Sept. 1941 and who 
would have been eligible for the uniform 
allowance provided in Public No, 511, 76th 
Congress, but who did not collect such 
allowance or any part thereof because of 
failure to enter upon active military ser- 
vice in separate fiscal years following 
their original appointments.” 

In a letter to the committee, the War 
Department estimated annual cost of the 
amended bil] at $2,100,000. 

It will be recalled that a uniform allow- 





ance is paid to Naval Reservists, and that 
agitation for such allowances for Army 
officers, especially for enlisted men com- 
missioned as officers, has been underway 
since institution of the officers’ candidate 
schools. 

Originally graduates of the schools 
were not compelled to accept active duty 
as second lieutenants and were merely 
issued certificates of competency, but 
since declaration of war, acceptance of 
such commissions has been obligatory. 


Yor an enlisted man to finance purchase 
of a uniform is an admitted hardship. The 
$150 allowance proposed should be nearly 
ample for this purpose, and, particularly 
if an officer is commissioned in the Sum- 
mer, would enable him to buy all items of 
equipment needed at that time and would 
give him an opportunity to save part of 
his pay for purchase of overcoats and 
other expensive items of equipment re- 
quired in cold weather. 

A system of loans for officers had been 
discussed by the War Department and 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
but was never adopted. 


Text of the bil] as reported follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the act of 14 May 
1940, be, and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: ‘That officers of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the Army shall be entitled 
to an allowance for uniforms and equipment 
of $50 per annum upon completion, in separate 
fiscal years, of each of their first three periods 
of active duty training of three months or 
less, following their original appointment.’ 

Sec. 2. Any person originally commissioned, 
subsequent to 26 Sept. 1941, an officer in the 
Army of the United States or in any com- 
ponent thereof, except the Army Nurse Corps, 
from any source except graduates of the 
United States Military Academy, shall be en- 
titled to an allowance of $150.00 for uniforms 
and equipment, which shall be payable, in 
the case of an officer of the Regular Army, 
upon acceptance of such commission, and in 
the case of other officers, when they shall have 
been ordered to, found qualified and accepted 
for active duty in the military service of the 
United States for a period of more than 3 
months within 3 years from the date of, and 
under their respective original commissions: 
Provided, That any officers of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps commissioned prior to 26 Sept. 
1941, who has received allowances under the 
act of 14 May 1940, as originally approved, or 
who would have been entitled to receive such 
allowance if he had completed any duty pre- 
scribed in the said act and, in either case, who 
has not completed his first three periods of 
active duty training of three months or less 
in separate fiscal years following his original 
appointment, upon being ordered to, found 
qualified and accepted for active duty for a 
period in excess of three months under his 
commission: Provided however, That any 
sum which shall have been paid to any officer 
under the provision of section one of this act 
or under the provisions of the act of 3 June 
1941, as an allowance for uniforms and equip- 
ment shall be deducted from the amount pay- 
able to him under this section: And provided 
further, That payment to officer of the allow- 
ance provided in this section shall disqualify 
such officer thereafter from receiving the al- 
lowance provided in section 1 hereof or sec- 
tion 4 of the act of 3 June 1941 (Pub. No. 97, 
7ith Cong.).

Officers Commended 


The War Department announced this 
week that the Distinguished Service Cross 
has been awarded to 2nd Lts. George 8S. 
Welch and Kenneth M. Taylor, AC, USA, 
for extraordinary heroism in action dur- 
ing the surprise Japanese attack on 
Hawaii on 7 Dec, These two fliers, pilot- 
ing pursuit ships, fearlessly attacked an 
enemy formation of approximately 12 
planes, the War Department said. Each 
flier shot down two enemy planes. They 
returned to the flying field and, after re- 
fueling and replenishing ammunition, re- 
turned to the combat, Lieutenant Welch 
attacking one formation of several planes 
and Lieutenant Taylor another. In this 
combat Lieutenant Welch shot down two 
additional Japanese planes. Both officers 
showed great initiative, presence of mind, 
and coolness under fire against over- 
whelming odds, the War Department an- 
nouncement said. 





Reserve Officers Meeting

Senator Tom Connally, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, has already 
accepted an invitation to address the din- 
ner guests. Under Secretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson and Assistant Secre- 
taries of War Robert P. Patterson and 
Robert A. Lovett will also be present, as 
will be the chiefs of the various arms 
and services.

Army Uniform Regulations 

The new Army regulations on the Pre- 
scribed Service Uniform, AR 600-35 re- 
veal that the new steel helmet and liner 
will replace the field hat, service hat, and 
cloth covered fibre helmet, when issued. 
The liner, the regulations state, will be 
worn as a separate item of headgear and 
the steel helmet will be worn over it, 
when protection afforded by the helmet 
is necessary. 

The regulations also point out that offi- 
cers of the Army Air Forces are to wear 
a cloth belt, without buckle, which is 
stitched around the waist of the coat, in 
lieu of the Sam Browne belt worn by 
other officers. 





The regulations explain that men of 
the Army are authorized to wear out ar- 
ticles of the uniform they possess, even 
if they are in conflict with the new regu- | 
lations.

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Navy Personnel Plans 

The Navy Department announced late 
last week that it will continue to enlist 
recruits in the Navy after the first of 1942 
regardless of what may be done in other 
branches of the service. In the announce- 
ment the Department stated that it ex- 
pects to recruit 50,000 men in January. 
The Navy's policy of enlistment extends 
to both the Regular Navy and the Re- 
serve. Enlistments in the Regular Navy 
ure for six years of minority for men 
from 17 to 31 years of age. Enlistments 
in the Naval Reserve are for two, three 
and four years and include men from 17 
to 50. All men will be held for the dura- 
tion of the war, the announcement added. 

A new program that enables students 
enlisting in the Navy as prospective offi- 
cers to continue studies in college until 
graduation was announced by the Navy 
this week. The Navy needs 7,000 seniors 
now in college, or college graduates as 
prospective officers for deck and engineer- 
ing duties and 7,000 college juniors for 
service who would not be called into the 
service until 1943, 

Under the new program all seniors 
would be allowed to complete their school- 
ing and upon graduation would be called 
to active duty. The juniors who enlist 
now fer deck and engineering duties may 
continue in college until 1943, but may be 
called to active duty during the period 
while not attending college in the sum- 
mer of 1942. Upon graduation the stu- 
dents will attend a four month’s course 
of Instruction and upon completion would 
be commissioned ensigns in the Naval Re- 
serve, 

Students enlisted who fail to complete 
their college work and thus fail education- 
ally will either be transferred to another 
enlisted class or be discharged at the dis- 
cretion of the Navy Department. They 
will net, however, be discharged at their 
own reque’t. The sume program will 
apply to Naval aviation candidates who 
will not be required to commence train- 
ing until the completion of their current 
college course. The quota of men to be 
recruited for flying officers is not re- 
stricted, for the Navy intends to step up 
pilot training in the Naval Reserve to a 
monthly imput of 2,500 at the earliest 
practicable date, the «announcement 
added.

Corpus Christi Section Base

Hl. Brooks, USN, Chaplain of the Naval 
Air Station at Corpus Christi; after 
which Comdr. R. D. Lyon, Executive Offi- 
cer of the Naval Air Station, placed the 
section base in commission by authority of 
the Secretary of the Navy, and the Com- 
mandant of the EKighth Naval District, 
end represented Capt. A. D. Bernhard, 
Commanding Officer of the Naval Air Sta- 
tion. 

Lt. J. O. Schwartz, USNR, of New Or- 
leans, Commanding Officer of the section 
base, read his orders and directed the 
Executive Officer of the section base to 
set the watch. At this point the band 
struck un to bring the ceremony to a 
stirring close. Lieutenant Schwartz has 
just completed a course at the Army War 
College in Washington. 





14 Enemy Subs Shot At 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox an- 
nounced this week that up until 21 Dee. 
U.S. naval forces in the Atlantic probably 
heve sunk or damaged at least 14 enemy 
submarines and that “our naval forces 
have already effectively dealt with sey- 
eral Japanese submarines” in the Pacific, 
Colonel Knox in making the announce- 
ment, outlined a policy for dissemination 
of news on submarine onerations and said 
that he weuld not make immediate an- 
nouncements of the destruction of enemy 
forces unless he ts satisfied that the enemy 
himself is fully informed on this subject. 

The complete text of Colonel Knox’s 
announcement is as follows: 

“The Navy has been aware for some time 
that enemy submarine activitv in and near 
American waters was impending, and nat 
nrally has already taken appropriate counter 
measures. 

“The release of Information of attacks on 
our shipping, unaccompanied by information 
as to what we are doing to protect it, must 
not be construed by the public as an indica- 
tion that the Navy has done nothing about it. 
I can assure the public that the Navy has 
already adequately dealt with more than one 
submarine which has sought to make attacks 
on our naval and merchant vessels. Imme- 
diate announcement of the strength and dis- 
position of the U. 8S. naval forces which are 
combatting enemy submarines, the methods 
that we have.used, and the place and time of 
our attacks upon them, would provide the 
enemy with military information which he 
would dearly love to obtain, 

“Therefore, I do not propose now, nor in 
the future, to make immediate announeements 
of the destruction of enemy forces unless I 
am satisfied that the enemy himself is fully 
informed on this subject. From time to time 
I shall give a summary of the losses we have 
inflicted on the enemy, and shall indicate the 
general locality of these actions. 

“For example, after careful weighing of the 
evidence, I can now state that in the Atlantic 
Ocean, U. 8. naval forces have up to the pres- 
ent time probably sunk or damaged at least 
fourteen enemy submarines. This probabil- 
ity, as well as the prevalence of the bitter 
North Atlantic winter weather which the Ger- 
mans do not seem to like, may account for 
the recent comparative security of the North 
Atlantic Convoy routes. 

“In the Pacific, our naval forces have al- 
ready effectively dealt with several Japanese 
submarines.”

Navy Secretary Speaks 


Speaking at graduation ceremonies held 


Friday, 19 Deec., at the Naval Academy, | 


Annapolis, Md., Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox told the group of 547 new 
ensigns, “I come to you fresh from the 
scene of the first great engagement of the 
war. In its immediate effects and near- 
by results, it was a successful engagement 
for the enemy.” He added though that “in 
its long-time effects and its ultimate re- 
sults it will surely contribute to our cer- 
tain victory.” 

Hie emphasized that the graduates 
“must profit from this lesson that one of 
the greatest and most effective factors in 
war is the element of surprise—both for 
our offense and for our defense.” Con- 
cluding his remarks, the Secretary of 
Navy said, “When the day of battle comes 

and for the most of you it will in all 
possibility come soon-——you must be fit and 
ready to stand the tremendous strains of 
modern warfare. You must have reserves 
of physical strength and energy which you 
can call upon to carry you through long 
hours of deadly peril. Your comrades at 
Pearl Harbor,” he said, “have shown that 
they were physically ready when their 
hour of trial arrived. It will be your task 
to emulate their achievements.”

The War 
Department sincerely appreciates the 
willingness of these officers to once again 
take up arms in defense of their country 
and assures them that their ability and 
previous experience are recognized and 
will be made use of as the need arises. 
Those who desire to offer their services 
should notify the War Department with- 
ot delay using the form shown below. 
The questionnaire which will be mailed 
in response to this request is the only 
proper means of informing the govern- 
ment of a desire to serve. Many of the 
personal letters which have been received 
to date have omitted essential informa- 
tion. Failure to use the prescribed forms 
places an unnecessary burden on the War 
rtment and may jeopardize the indi- 
vidual’s chance for active service.

Coast Guardsmen Rewarded 

Secretary of the Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau presented Distinguished Flying 
Crosses yesterday to one oflicer and three 
enlisted men of the Coast Guard in cere- 
monies held in the Secretary's office. The 
men who were honored with the high 
award are Lt. William FE. Sinton, Avia- 
tion Chief Machinist Mates Edmund T. 
Preston, and Lonnie Bridges, and Radio- 
man, Ist class Stephen J. Brodman, all 
members of the crew of the plane in which 
Secretary Morgenthau was a passenger 
on 3 Oct. 1941. 

The plane, which has been damaged 
as a result of scraping some trees during 
a heavy fog, came close to crashing, but 
was finally landed under extremely haz- 
ardous conditions by Lt. Sinton, and his 
Coast Guard crew. Secretary Morgen- 
thau, in his citation, said in part, “The 
courage, quick-thinking, skill, resource- 
fulness, and efficient teamwork of the 
pilot and crew transformed almost cer- 
tain disaster into safety which seems in- 
credible now in the light of the known 
damage to the airplane.” 

Two other Coast Guardsmen has been 
awarded medals for acts of heroism, Sea- 
man, Ist class Robert F. Waters, Cutter 
Inghan, and Machinist Mate Paul D. 
Lewis, CG-5882, have both been awarded 
silver life saving medals for saving men 
from drowning. On 9 May, 1941, Seaman 
Waters rescued a shipmate who had 
fallen overboard and who could not swim ; 
while Machinist Mate Lewis rescued a 
civilian from drowning in the Delaware 
River near Camden, N, J., on 14 July. 


Hawaiian Relief 

The Board of Control of the Coast 
Guard Welfare has voted the sum of $500 
to be placed immediately in the hands 
of the Senior Coast Guard Officer in 
Hawaii for use at his discretion for relief 
to Coast Guard personnel and _ their 
families. It was explained this week that 
at the time the Coast Guard was placed 
under the Navy, an arrangement was 
made with Navy Relief whereby the lat- 


ter would extend aid to Coast Guard 
needy dependents, and would be reim- 
bursed later from funds of the Coast 


Guard Welfare. The plan is now serving 
Coast Guard personnel in Hawaii. Coast 
Guard Welfare officials said this week 
that the plan is working out very well 
in Hawaii, and that the $500 for the 
Senior Coast Guard Officer is only an 
emergency appropriation made necessary 
by the Japanese attacks on the Hawaiian 
Islands.

HB year now drawing to a close has seen considerable progress in the attain- 
Bren: of the objectives set forth in the Army anp Navy Journat’s Priority 
List.” The first priority, that of achieving the strengths recommended by the War 
Department General Staff and the General Board of the Navy, has been pursued 
with diligence by the administration and the Congress. While present personnel 
strengths are confidential, it is known that the Army alone had reached a total of 
more than 1,600,000 by October first, more than a three-fold increase since the first of 
the year and beyond a doubt the highest figure ever attained in times of peace. The 
second objective, that of upward revision of the pay schedules for the services, has 
seen considerable progress. At the behest of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
an exhaustive restudy of the pay situation has been made by an Interdepartmental 
Pay Committee. That committee recommended a redrafting of the Joint Pay Act, 
with varying percentages of increases along the various ranks and grades in the 
enlisted and commissioned categories, as well as for nurses and warrant oflicers. 
This is now before Congress with every likelihood of favorable action. The advent 
of war has automatically provided the pay of grade for Army officers temporarily 
promoted to higher grades, while a special act took care of the pay of Navy and 
Marine Corps officers temporarily promoted. Unfortunately there have been no 
further steps to improve the promotion systems in vogue in the Navy and Marine 
Corps. The emergency has, to some extent, eased the operation of the system by 
retaining on active duty all officers adjudged fitted, thus doing away for the time 
being with the forcible retirement of capable officers. However, the establishment 
of an equitable and just system will remain an objective of this publication. The 
fourth item on the list—better pensions for widows—made considerable progress, 
for Congress enacted and the President has approved the bill raising pensions 
to the level of those granted for World War Service. The proposal that compensation 
be given service personnel who use their privately owned automobiles on government 
business has not been acted upon, but it is a just and worthy project which we 
will continue to press. 


contention that commissioned officer grades should be opened to warrant officers 
and chief warrant officers. The Navy urges that an opportunity be given for every 
warrant officer with three years’ service to compete for a commission as lieutenant, 
lieutenant (junior grade) or ensign, without regard (for the first year at least) to 
his age. It thus appears that the Navy Department is now willing to put some 
badly needed rungs on the ladder from the fo’e’sle to the bridge. That ladder had 
broken down in recent years, as the warrant and enlisted personnel of the Navy 
knew. Congress also realized it, and the Navy Department itself obviously sensed 
the justice of the warrant officers’ plea for it came back with a proposed bill even 
more liberal than that suggested by Congress. Since the officers commissioned under 
the bill would be in addition to authorized limits for line and staff, the number 
to be so commissioned is left up to the Secretary of the Navy, and, because of its 
appropriating power, to Congress. With the Naval Academy working “time and 
a-half” and “double-time” to produce needed officers, there would seem to be room 
in the Regular Navy for a substantial number of the present warrant officers—many 
of whom, indeed, are now performing creditably as temporary ensigns, and junior 
and senior lieutenants. Unquestionably, the proposed bill provides a much more 
practicable means of entrance into the Regular Navy than the present method 
of requiring a warrant or chief warrant officer of long and honorable service to 
step down to the rank and pay of ensign in order to obtain an officer’s commission. 
At the same time, warrant personnel may look somewhat askance at the proposal 
until they learn the policy to be followed by the selection boards which will con- 
sider them for promotion to higher grades, once t#ey have been appointed to officer 
rank. The selection axe has had a way, in the past, of falling somewhat heavily on 
the Navy’s non-Academy officer personnel. At any rate, both the interested mem- 
bers of Congress, and the Navy Department are now agreed that something must 
be done to help the warrant officers. This much being in agreement, the Committees 
surely can work out an acceptable plan.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The week's news from the political capitals and the battle fronts 
of the world conveys great portents for the future course of both sides of the conflict. 
Outstanding from our viewpoint was the dramatic arrival in Washington of Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill with a party of more than 80 of Britain’s leading figures 
in the Admiralty, the War Office, the Air Ministry and the Ministry of Supply. Ku- 
rope’s big event was Hitler’s assumption of command over the German Army and the 
dropping of Field Marshal von Brauchitsch, following the Reich’s humiliating reverses 
in Russia and Libya. It appears, however, that some of the pressure being put on 
Hitler by Stalin has been passed along to Vetain, for reports persist that the 
aged premier of the Vichy government is at last succumbing to the Nazis by turning 
the regime over to Admiral Jean Darlan who is ready and willing to do the Germans’ 
bidding in the Mediterranean, Africa, or elsewhere. In the Pacific theater the Jap- 
anese have retained the initiative and intensified their offensive operations by initi- 
ating landings in force at a number of strategic points in the Philippine Islands, Wake 
Island has been taken by the Japanese at a terrible cost to them in ships and lives 
exacted by the daring and determination of the small detachment of United States 
Marines there. 

There are many facets to the Churchill visit. By bringing such a large body of 
Britain’s key men across the Atlantic Churchill has demonstrated to the World the 
faith the United States and Great Britain have in their control of the key highway 
of supply. Primarily, however, the visit is to impress the public with the determina- 
tion of the English-speaking peoples to effect a complete rapport for the defeat of 
the Axis. There are two angles to this. By coming to Washington with his huge and 
important retinue, Churchill passes the leadership and, to some considerable extent, 
the responsibility, for winning the war to President Roosevelt and the United States. 
What he wants settled is a plan of grand strategy. As to unified command, however, 
he was far from enthusiastic, He stated that what is required is a broad blocking in 
of the main plan by the principal personages of the states involved, then reference of 
this plan to the highest military authorities in the various theaters of war for exe- 
cution. Because the war is world-wide and involves sea, land, and air combat, the 
Prime Minister does not believe one man could be its commander-in-chief. What is 
more than likely to come out of the Roosevelt-Churchill conferences is a very close 
liaison not only between the United States and Great Britain, but China, Russia, 
the British Dominions, and the thirty-odd anti-axis nations. Furthermore, upon 
Churchill’s return to England there is every likelihood that he will leave behind 
him a number of ranking British officers to act as liaison officers with our War and 
Navy Departments and the OPM, and also to serve on a super-Allied staff. It is 
noted that in the Christmas Eve talks, President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill mentioned the “association” of England and the United States, thus in- 
dicating that the relationship favored by Wilson during the World War will be 
followed rather than a direct alliance, 

Hitler’s assumption of command of the German Army was for the purpose of 
making von Brauchitsch scapegoat for the Russian failure. To have replaced the lat- 
ter with merely another General would not have been dramatic enough, so the Fuehrer 
himself took over. Meanwhile, the Nazi technique, now somewhat worn, has started 
again; from Turkey come reports that German business men have been advised to 
suspend their businesses “temporarily ;” from Berne dispatches say German troops 
are moving along the Atlantic Coast of occupied France—from all points there are 
rumors and reports that the Germans are preparing to move in the East, or in the 
West. There are even reports that Hitler split with his military men over his desire 
to launch an all-out attack on England. Nevertheless there is ample reason to believe 
that there will be a Germanization of the French West African colonies with a view 
to strengthening their aerial and submarine patrols of the Atiantic and also to push 
Eastward into Libya. 

The Japanese appear to be willing to suffer very great losses to take the Philip- 
pines, for despite the terrific punishment being given the invaders by General Mac- 
Arthur's and Admiral Hart’s valiant forces they are continuing to throw their forces 
into the Islands. They have, of course, the very great advantage of much shorter, 
and less hazardous lines of communications than have we to the Philippines. Should 
they be successful there and follow it up with success in Singapore, it would become 
very difficult for the allies to take the offensive against them for some time to come. 

















Signal Corps—Engineers of the Signal Corps have developed a wire thrower, 
RL-37, which is designed to speed up the laying of field wire used in maintaining 
communications under combat conditions, the War Department has revealed. 

By means of the new thrower, wire can be thrown from a moving vehicle to 
distances up to 125 feet and at vehicle speeds up to 35 miles an hour. The War De- 
partment announcement explains that faster moving mechanized troops and greater 
distances between command posts have made it necessary to provide a faster means 
of laying field wire for communication circuits off the road in order to require 
a minimum of servicing. This, the RL-37 is intended to do. 

“Solving the many communications problems arising from the Nation’s defense 
effort is a primary concern of the Federal Communications Commission,” the annual 
report of that body, released this week, states. The report explains that new facil- 
ities and service necessary for defense are being developed. Examples of these new 
projects include “expediting wire-line extensions and new radio links, providing 
additional frequencies for military purposes, improving the service of short-wave 
stations beamed on foreign countries, and at the same time forestalling possible 
misuse of existing facilities by more effective ether policing, banning amateur com- 
munication for the duration of the war and checking the citizenship of more than 
150,000 radio operators and communications employees.” 

The report points out that new sections, the National Defense Operations Sec- 
tion, and the Foreign Monitoring Service, have been established to meet defense 
needs. The former “insures a continual and effective policing of all radio communica- 
tion channels for the purpose of detecting and locating unauthorized stations operat- 
ing in violation of laws, treaties, or war time regulations.” 

The Foreign Monitoring Service, the report reveals, “is now actively translating, 
transcribing, analyzing, and reporting on from 600,000 to 900,000 words transmitted 
daily by foreign broadcast stations throughout the world.” The foreign programs 
are watched for news and trends which are then reported to appropriate government 
officials. 

The report also points out that a Defense Communications Board has been 


| created to coordinate defense communications activities. Membership of this board

is composed of Federal Communications Chairman James L. Fly, Chairman, Maj 
Gen, Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer, Herbert E. Gaston, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, Rear Adm. Leigh Noyes, Director of Naval Communications, and 
Breckinridge Long, Assistant Secretary of State in Charge of the Division of Intey. 
national Communications. The board is assisted by a coordinating committee and 4 
law committee staffed by personnel from the agencies represented on the board, 
There are also an Interdepartment Radio Advisory Committee, a Communications 
Liaison Committee for Civilian Defense, and a Priorities Liaison Committee. 

Among the Defense Communications Board recommendations acted on by the 
Federal Communications Commission were, “the establishment of the Foreign Broag. 
cast Monitoring Service; the setting aside of special frequencies for military Pilot 
training schools; the adoption of various measures to safeguard communications 
services from possible activities of agents of foreign governments or interests, and 
the institution of procedures to facilitate the transfer of facilities needed for military 
purposes.” 


Marine Corps—The Marine Corps personnel who have written another page in the 
annals of the Corps by their heroic defense of Wake Island against overwhelming 
Japanese odds, have received acclaim from the Marine Corps League, Birmingham de 
tachment, in a telegram sent to Headquarters. The text of the telegram is as follows: 
“Birmingham Detachment Marine Corps League tonight honored itself by adopting 
as its name ‘Wake Island Detachment.’ May we convey through you to the Wake 
Island Marines expression of our admiration.” 

Recruiting during the first six days of the war topped all records of the U, § 
Marine Corps, Col. Frank Ilalford, Director of the Division of Recruiting, hag ap. 
nounced, Reports from field officers show that 2,691 first enlistments were recorded 
during that period; 790 in the Central Recruiting Division; 734 in the Southern 
Division; 592 in the Western Division; and 575 in the Eastern Division. Colon 
Halford declared that the number of recruits enlisted in the Corps is increasing daily, 
Ile said that hundreds of accepted applicants who have requested and received time ip 
which to adjust personal affairs before entering upon training will add to this steady 
increase in recruiting as they leave for camp. 


Army Nurse Corps—Officials of the Army Nurse Corps announced this week thata 
new examination for promotion to the grade of chief nurse will probably be given 
sometime in February. At the present time, there are approximately 50 nurses who 
are eligible for promotion to chief nurse as a result of examinations given in October, 
but who have yet to be assigned. These nurses are now training at the larger station 
hospitals in the duties of a chief nurse. Already having passed their theory examina- 
tion, the 50-odd nurses are now engaged in practical training in mess planning and 
general administration. It is expected that they will all be assigned to duty as chief 
nurses before 15 Feb. 

As America’s troops move northward to Iceland, south to Dutch Guinea, and 
east to Hawaii and the Philippines, the Army Nurse Corps also must send nurses to 
these and other points outside of the continental limits of the United States. The 
number of nurses being transferred to foreign duty and their destinations are, of 
course, inilitary secrets. One thing is certain—the Nurse Corps has more than enough 
volunteers for foreign duty to meet present requirements. 

Nurse Corps officials explained this week that at no time in the history of the 
Corps has it been necessary to send other than volunteer nurses outside of the com 
tinental limits. This condition of service is likewise applicable at the present time 
Suflicient numbers of nurses throughout the country have signified their desire to serve 
overseas that mandatory foreign service is entirely unnecessary. The nurses who 
volunteer realize also that the two-year foreign service tour has been waived, and 
that nurses sent to foreign duty are sent for the duration, be that as long as it may. 


Army Air Foreces—For the first time in its history, the Air Corps is accepting avit- 
tion cadets without enlistment. Under the new policy announced by Secretary of War 
Stimson two weeks ago, the aviation cadet quotas as well a 
other personnel quotas for the Air Corps will be filled directly 
from the Selective Service rolls. Under the new regulations, 
the Air Corps will send to Selective Service Headquarters its 
quotas for aviation cadet and enlisted personnel. The Selec 
tive Service will then canvass its rolls and supply the per 
sonnel to the Air Corps. 

Recently down at Randolph Field, the first 119 of Selective 
Service trainees entered the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training 
Center. Brig. Gen. Hubert R. Harmon, commander of the 
center, asked for a ruling on the status of those 119 selectees 
The department stated that selectees are now eligible for cadet appointments without 
first being discharged from the service and re-enlisting in the Regular Army for & 
three-year period. The only change in status, it was said, would be that men from 
any arm or service other than the Air Corps would be transferred to the Air Corps 
before receiving appointments as aviation cadets. 

Although there has been little information from the Far Eastern battle fronts 
indicating the flowing of the tide of battle for air superiority over the attacked U. 8 
possessions, it is expected that a wider scope of news presentation will soon be initi- 
ated by the Public Relations Branch of the Army Air Forces. Since the outbreak of 
the war, that office has been bombarded with queries from newsmen demanding to kno# 
just what is taking place on the battle front. Nor were all the queries concerned with 
the press. The leading manufacturers of Army planes also sent hundreds of questions 
wanting to know just how their planes compare with relation to similar type plane 
used by the Japanese. Accordingly this week the Public Relations Office was prepat 
ing a general policy for official approval that would draw the line on news dissimint 
tion. It is expected that the policy will be immediately approved and will bring clarif 
—— to the press and to manufacturers on what they should know and should 

now. 

The war in the Pacific has again led to a revival of discussions on the power of 
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the Japanese air force. At the present moment, no one in an official capacity is saying 
much, But it is interesting to note that a few months before the outbreak of hostilitie 
it was generally officially agreed that the Jap air force was none too good and that its 
peak strength in all types of aircraft did not exceed 5,000. Before the war, and today, 
the opinion is prevalent that Japan will be weak in replacements and reinforcements 
Her industries were, and are still, regarded as being incapable of handling the 
problem of continued production to take care of repairs, replacements and war losses. 
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Her peak production is regarded as 2,500 planes per year—if she can get the materials. 
Neither Japan nor occupied China have rich deposits of bauxite, the ore from which 
aluminum is extracted. 

As to the Japanese planes themselves, they for the most part are regarded as 
teing inferior to now obsolete American aircraft. It has been stated that the average 
Japanese plane is constructed largely of wood. These planes weigh several hundred 
pounds lighter than similar type American-made planes. They are somewhat smaller 
than American planes and are said to be highly maneuverable. Very few of the Japan- 
ese planes are powered with motors aggregating more than 1,000 horsepower, accord- 
ing to estimates. It is conceded that these planes as military craft are not built for 
iong-life like American planes, but it must be remembered that Germany today does 
not construct her military planes for long-life. The Japanese planes are regarded as 
peing slower than American-made planes, but this lack of speed is off-set by higher 
maneuverability. Officials today are stressing the fact that the Japanese pilots have 
had the experience of a four-year war with China. 

Incidently there is a unique way of telling the age of a Japanese plane, if the 
plane bears an olticial designation. Virtually all fo the Japanese planes are marked 
with standard numbers, i.e., 'Type 96, 97, 98, ete. These numbers represent the last two 
digits of the year in the Japanese calendar when the planes went into service. The 
Japanese era started in 660 B.C. ; therefore a 1938 model craft would bear the number 
@§ representing year 2598 of the Japanese calendar. 

United States Army aviators in the Pacific combat zone are proving the worth of 
the rapidly expanded system of flight training now being conducted by the Air Corps. A 
review of the training careers of six Air Corps pilots recently mentioned for gal- 
lantry in combat shows that they received their training at widely separated train- 
ing centers. To insure uniformity, training programs followed a standardized pro- 
edure. According to the War Department the wisdom of this policy is held to be 
demonstrated by the outstanding performances of men trained in different places. 


The six pilots cited by the War Department as examples of the uniformity of | 


the training given by the Air Corps are as follows: Lt. Gordon H. Sterling, jr., who 
was reported to have located a formation of six enemy planes, attacking and destroy- 
ing one of them, received his elementary training at Tuscaloosa, Ala.; his basic 
training at Gunter Fld., Ala., and his advanced training at Maxwell Fld., Ala, Second 
Lt. Kenneth M. Taylor, who participating with Lieutenant Welch, shot down two 
Japanese airplanes out of a formation of six, received his elementary training at 
Tulsa, Okla. ; his basic training at Randolph Fld., Tex.; and his advanced training at 
Brooks Fld., Tex. Lt. Lewis M. Sanders, entering a dog-fight between United States 
and Japanese planes, engaged a Japanese plane and shot it down. He entered the 


nilitary service from civil life, being given a reserve commission in October, 1937, | 


after receiving his training at Randolph Field, Tex. 

Second Lt. Harry W. Brown unexpectedly found himself in the midst of a 
formation of Japanese planes, which he attacked, shooting down one, He received his 
dementary training at Ontario, Calif.; his basic training at San Angelo, Calif.; and 
his advanced training at Kelly Fld., Tex. Second Lt. George S. Welch attacked six 
Japanese planes with Lieutenant Taylor and shot down two, later alone shooting 
down two more. He received his elementary training at Glendale, Calif.; basic at 
Randolph Fid., and advanced at Kelly Fld., Tex. Second Lt. Philip M. Rasmussen 
engaged a single Japanese fighter, forcing it to land by superior maneuvering. He 
received his elementary training at Tuscaloosa, his basic at Gunter Fld., and his 
advanced at Maxwell Fld. 

Last-minute changes in War Department plans have scheduled Capt. Elliott 
Roosevelt for duty with the 6th Reconnaissance Squadron at Murock Lake, Calif., 
following graduation from the Aerial Navigators’ School at Kelly Field, Tex., sched- 
uled for 10 a. m. today. Captain Roosevelt was originally ordered to Brooks Field, 
Tex., for observer training at the conclusion of his navigator course. The change in 
Captain Roosevelt’s assignment was announced by the War Department because of 
the shortage of navigators under the present emergency. Included in the graduation 
class scheduled to be held at Kelly Field today are 13 additional qualified navigators, 
They are to be addressed by Brig. Gen. Hubert R. Harmon, Commanding General 
of the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training Center. He also was scheduled to present 
Observers’ Wings to each graduate. 


Field Artillery—By order of the Secretary of War, Battery D, 5th Field Artillery 
Battalion, the historic “Alexander Hamilton” battery, has been reorganized as a 
1i5-mm howitzer battery, thus preserving and extending an unbroken record of al- 
most 166 years’ service in the Field Artillery army. It had been planned to trans- 
fer the battery from its battalion to one of the newly formed “tank destroyer” or- 
fanizations, but under the new order it will remain in the same branch in which it 
has made military history from the Revolutionary War to the Rhine. 

The battery is the oldest military organization in the United States Army—in 
fact at one time it constituted the entire Army—it was organized hy a resolution of 
the Second Provincial Congress, 6 Jan., 1776. Alexander Hamilton, at 19 years of 
age, conceived the idea of forming this company of artillery. The battery took part 
in the Revolutionary War, the Indian Campaigns, the War of 1812, the Mexican War, 
the Revolutionary War, the Spanish-American War, the Philippine Insurrection, and 
the World War. Battle streamers won by the organization include those of Cantigny, 
Montididier-Noyon, Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne. After the Ar- 
mistice the battery moved up into Germany with the Army of Occupation and was one 
of the last units to return home. 


ttntlfeation Tags—The War Department has issued orders that identification 
ye worn by each member of the Army at all times, with either uniform 
oF civilian clothing, and may be removed temporarily only as the necessities of per- 
Sonal hygiene may require.

The second tag is to be fastened about two and one- 
alf inches above the first one on the same cord or tape, both securely held in place 
Y knots. These tags are prescribed as a part of the uniform, and will be habitually 
worn by the owner.

Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—The money value of contracts issued for the 
purchase of equipment and supplies through the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts dur- 
ing the 1941 iscal year totaled more than $2,000,000,000, an increase of about 800 per 
cent over the previous fiscal year, according to the annual report submitted this week 
to Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox by Rear Adm. Ray Spear, SC, USN, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

The report states that, “the stocks of strategic and critical materials procured by 
the Navy prior to the National Emergency have been maintained with the exception 
of tungsten ore.” The report adds that 226 tons of tungsten were in store at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. In Jan., 1941, Admiral Spear points out, “there was an acute 
temporary national shortage of tungsten.” To meet this shortage which particularly 
affected six steel companies, the Navy turned its total stock of tungsten ore back to the 
original supplier, who distributed it to the six steel companies. The Navy stipulated 
that the ore must be replaced in kind, and partial replacement has already been made, 
the report added. 

Discussing the oil situation, the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts report said, 
“There have been no actual shortages of oil through the year. However, the reduction 
in available commercial transportation facilities,” Admiral Spear explains, “has had 
a tendency to limit bidding at some points, particularly on the Atlantic Coast.” 

The rising cost of food products is reflected in the report which states that there 
was an increase of about 15 per cent during the year in subsistence costs, 

Increased prices in clothing are pointed out by Admiral Spear who states that 
the cost for outfitting a first enlistment man rose from $112.75 for the last fiscal year 
to $118.95 for tiscal year, 1941. 


Armored Forece—Whether they meet the enemy in Russia, Libya or Singapore, the 
Armored Force, hardest hitting, fastest moving branch of the Army, will know exactly 
what to do because it is getting its lessons in tactics direct from the front lines and 
demonstrating them at Ft. Knox, Ky., headquarters of the Armored Force. How to use 
most effectively the devastating firepower of the 54-odd types of vehicles found in an 
Armored Division will be shown graphically to division and tank group commanders 
by a newly-formed five-man tactical team especially trained for this work. Demonstra- 
tions using tanks and troops in the field, as well as visual aids such as movies and film 
strips, will take place at It. Knox, 

Maj Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Chief of the Armored Force, has ordered officers from 
all five Armored Divisions to report for temporary duty at Ft. Knox on 5 Jan, Upon 
completion of this orientation course, the officers will return to their respective units 
and the tactical team will travel to the various divisions to continue and coordinate 
tactical instructions. 

According to the latest computations of the Armored Foree gunnery experts, a 
U.S. armored division can spew forth a sheet of lead at the rate of 4,000,000 projectiles 
a minute. The tankmen add however, that this is a maximum figure and would not 
actually be fired. The actual rate of fire is only 2,500,000 a minute! The weapons 
range from the .45 caliber to the 105 mm. howitzer. Incidently one of the most money- 
saving units of the Army today is the gunnery department of the Armored Force 
School. In the indoor tank firing practice range, they have a sub-caliber device which 
makes possible the firing of a .22 caliber bullet from the 37 mm. gun, A 37 mm. shell 
costs $4.35, a .22 caliber bullet about one-half a cent. 


Weather Aid to Enemy—Although it is not widely realized, the weather reports are 
becoming to be regarded as military secrets. How a press news radio broadcast about 
weather aided operation of enemy submarines on the Atlantic Coast was revealed 
last Saiurday by the Navy Department. The commanding officer of a Naval base in 
the Atlantic heard a news weather broadcast specifically mention sub-freezing weather 
conditions in the Dakotas and a temperature of nine degrees below at Duluth, 
points remote from the coast and apparently not concerned with naval or military 
operations. 

Being weather-wise the commanding officer immediately concluded that in 
a few days hence his patrol area would have a clear day or two with high visibility 
and conditions ideal for enemy submarine attack. Special precautions were taken in 
patrol work on the calculated day, which turned out as predicted, and in the course of 
operations it became apparent that enemy submarines had also picked up the same in- 
formation and made the same deductions. 

While the weather has since the outbreak of the war in Europe been regarded as 
vital military secrets by all countries concerned, it was thought that this was be- 
cause of the proximity of the warring nations. Both the British and Germans have a 
tight censorship on weather information. However, as the United States is separated 
from those countries by thousands of miles of ocean, it is generally felt that this in- 
formation would be of little value to the enemy. The Navy Department in its announce- 
ment regarding the incident above stated that “It was pointed out that the information 
<o inadvertently broadcast would also have been of benefit to an enemy air attack 
along any point of the ‘weather route’ in the North American continent.” 


Quartermaster Corps—Maj. Gen. Edmund B. Gregory, Quartermaster General, was 
interviewed last week by Graham McNamee, noted radio announcer, on the 
“Treasury Hour,” broadcast over the facilities of the Blue Network of the National 
Broadcasting Company. During the course of the interview, General Gregory said 
that “the old-time difference between the fighting men and the men in the service of 
supply is fast fading away.” He added that, “the first part of the Army the Panzer 
divisions go after, is the supply line.” He said that these attack divisions often 
“bypass the front lines and attack transport and food organizations in the rear.” 
General Gregory warned that “any Nazi or Japanese mechanized unit that attempts 
to attack a Quartermaster outfit—expecting to find only a few truckloads of grape- 
fruit—will be in for a surprise.” 

Concluding his remarks, the Quartermaster General said to the radio audience, 
“The Quartermaster Corps will never fail your boys. We will deliver the goods. 
Wherever they go—to whatever point American men penetrate—quartermasters 
will be by their side to Keep 'Em Rolling To Victory.” 

Under the direction of Maj. Irwin W. Minger, chief of the Mail and Records 
Section, Office of the Quartermaster General, a chorus of 20 civilian employees has 
been utilizing its 15-minute morning and afternoon recesses this week to carol officers 
and employees in the Office of the Quartermaster General. Quartermaster Corps offi- 
cials have attributed to Major Minger the feat of “licking General Monotony in 
the Mail and Records section.” It is explained that employees in this section are sub- 
ject to monotonous file work which tends to keep morale down, Major Minger wages his 
battle on “General Monotony” by sometimes furnishing tea at the recess periods, 
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by giving “pep” talks from time to time on varied subjects, and by organizing such 
projects as the Christmas chorus, which was chosen from a group of 80 who first 
signified their interest in the project. Major Minger spoke last week over station 
WWDC, Washington, explaining to his radio audience the program against “General 
Monotony” being carried out in the Mail and Records Section of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General. 

For the first time since World War I, a motion picture is being taken of a 
Remount Troop of the Army, Quartermaster Corps officials said this week. The 
picture will show the activities of Troop A, 252nd Quartermaster Squadron (Re- 
mount) now stationed at the Ft. Reno Remount Depot, Okla. Interesting feature 
of the movie will be the steps taken to train horses for Army use. 

A new Quartermaster Corps Procurement Planning District has been established 
at Seattle, Wash., embracing the States of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, and Montana. 

Contracts for the purchase of 3,583,000 pieces of underwear have been awarded 
by the Quartermaster Corps, at a total cost of $2,637,993.27. The contracts were di- 
vided among 32 concerns in eight states. 

Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski, commanding general, Chicago, IIL, Quarter- 
master Depot, reported late last week that initial purchases of 6,000 of the Army’s 
new type “K” field ration, originally known 4s the parachute ration, have been com- 
pleted. These units will be used for the purpose of further laboratory and extensive 
field trials, after which large quantities are expected to be ordered for Army use. 

War Department orders released this week reveal that Lt. Col. William B. Van 
Auken, QMC, has been assigned to duty as commandant, Quartermaster Motor Trans- 
port School, Stockton, Calif. 


Army Industrial College--The Army Industrial College is no more. Following 
graduation ceremonies held this week, officers and students “checked out” and the 
existence of the College was officially brought to an end. A War Department an- 
nouncement last week said that the move was made necessary because of the vital 
need for officers in other positions. 

The graduates of Short Course No. 4, which began in October, were presented 
diplomas by Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson, who also delivered the 
principal address. He was introduced by Col. Frank Whitehead, USMC, commandant 
of the College. Ch. Harry Lee Virden gave the invocation and benediction. 

The faculty of the Army Industrial College, with the exception of Col. George 
W. Brown, has been assigned for the present to the Administrative Division of the 
Office of the Under Secretary of War. Colonel Brown will assume new duties as 
Judge Advocate Gener! of the Second Army. Civilian employees of the College will 
likewise be assigned to positions in the Office of the Under Secretary of War, under 
whose direction the Army Industrial College functioned. 

Only unit of the College which will be continued is the Library which specializes 
in literature on Army and Navy procurement. It has been a source of reference for 
such government agencies as OPM. SPAB, OEM, and the Economic Board, among 
others. 

Interesting sidelight to the closing of the College will be the return of Colonel 
Whitehead to duty with the Marine Corps. In order for Colonel Whitehead to 
become commandant of the College it was necessary for the Secretary of 
the Navy to approve his being detached from the Marine Corps, for the Secretary 
of War to concur, and for President Roosevelt to issue a special order detaching him 
from service in the Marine Corps for service in the Army. It was explained by a 
Yollege official that whereas most officers in such cases are merely detailed with 
the Army for a specific duty, Colonel Whitehead was actually detached from the 
Marine Corps and assigned as part of the Army. Colonel Whitehead will now return 
to the Marine Corps for new assignment, 

Perhaps the most disappointed person in the entire College this week was Miss 
Ruth B. Connell, chief clerk, who has been a part of the College since its beginning 
in 1924, 


Medical Corps—Their course of instruction over, 169 enlisted men of the Medical 
Department this week received Christmas presents in the form of commissions as 
Second Lieutenants in the Medical Administrative Corps at graduation ceremonies 
held at the Medical Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 

Selected for the Officer Candidate Course by reason of their excellent military 
records, these men began instruction on 30 Sept., and comprise the second class of 
officer candidates to be graduated from Carlisle. 

Brig. Gen. Addison D. Davis, Assistant Surgeon General of the Army, presented 
diplomas and commissions to the graduates, Lt. Col. George W. Rice, assistant com- 
mandant of the school, also spoke, while Maj. Thomas G. Hester, adjutant of the 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D. ©., and one of the senior members of the 
Medical Administrative Corps, administered the oath of office to the new officers. 

Maj. David BE. Liston, assistant executive officer, Office of the Surgeon General, 
has been assigned to duty with the General Staff, G-4, under Brig. Gen. Brehon H. 
Somervell. Maj. Leonard N. Swanson has been appointed new assistant executive 
officer. 


Ordnance Department—Technical colleges and universities in nine of the nation’s 
13 Army Ordnance Districts will have started free courses to train supervisory ord- 
nance inspectors. Persons applying for this training must be between 18 and 35, 
and must have completed one year of engineering work or two years of general college 
studies. They must further agree to serve for at least two years as Ordnance in- 
spectors, when they will receive $1620 per annum. The instruction course is of 
three months’ duration, 

The War Department has selected the general area of Chambersburg, Pa., as 
a site location of an Ordnance ammunition storage depot, to comprise approximately 
16,000 acres of land. It is expected that the plant, which is in lieu of that originally 
announced for Charleston, W. Va., will employ from 200 to 500 persons when 
completed. 

Capt. H. D. Reynolds, OD, was dispatched last week by Maj. Gen. Charles M. 
Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, to investigate an explosion at the Plum Brook Ordnance 
Plant, Sandusky, Ohio, in which four men were injured. Ordnance officials main- 
tain that the damage was only slight, and that production will not be materially 
delayed. 


Finance Department—The War Department has promulgated new regulations on 
the use of official checks and on subsistence and rental allowances for commissioned 









officers, nurses, warrant officers, and contract surgeons. The former, AR 35-560 
supersedes AR 35-560, 15 March, 1940, including section I, Circular No. 44, section 
III, Circular No. 67, and section I, Circular No. 104, 1940; while the latter, AR 
35-4220 supersedes AR 35-4220, 8 Aug., 1935, including Circular No. 7, War Depart. 
ment, 1930, and paragraph 4, Circular No, 221, War Department, 1941. 


75 Cited for Flying Cross 

In recognition of a trans-Pacifie forma- 
tion flight 5-12 Sept., which ranks as one 
of the greatest in aviation history, 75 offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army Air 
Forces have been recommended to the 
President for awards of the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. The flight, made by a num- 
ber of four-engined bombardment air- 
planes, was from Honolulu to the Philip- 
pine Islands, where the planes of the 
formation since have been heavily en- 
gaged in the defense of the islands against 
Japanese attacks. The pilot of one of the 
bombers, Capt. Colin P. Kelly, jr., suc- 
cessfully attacked the Japanese battleship 
Haruna, in an action in which Captain 
Kelly was killed. He will receive the 
award posthumously. 

To avoid Japanese patrols, it was neces- 
sary to make the flight from Honolulu to 
the Philippines over an uncharted and 
circuitous route which took the forma- 
tion deep into the South Pacific. Most of 
the long route had never been flown be- 
fore by either commercial or military air- 
craft. 

All officers and men of the formation, 
which was under command of Maj. Em- 
mett O’Donnell, jr., have been recom- 
mended for award of the Disitnguished 
Flying Cross by the Awards Committee 
of the Army Air Forces. The list includes 
3 majors, 3 captains, 23 lieutenants, 32 
sergeants, and 14 other enlisted men. 

Each of these officers and men was 
cited for “heroism and extraordinary 
achievement.” 

It is stated in each citation that: “Due 
to the efficient efforts of the crew, the 
flight from Honolulu to Fort Stotsenburg 
was completed without accident or injury 
to any of the crew or passengers. The 
flight began on 5 Sept. 1941, and was com- 
pleted on 12 Sept. 1941. 

“This difficult trip was completed in 
excellent time and without mishap... . 
The speed with which each phase of this 
flight was flown demonstrated superior 
leadership and ability on the part of its 
commander. Further, it brought credit to 
the United States and its Air Forces.”

Hawaiian Department, asserted in, hig 
first radio broadcast since assuming his 
new command. The broadcast wag qj. 
rected to the people of Hawaii. 

General Emmons disclosed that the dig. 
tribution of foods, drugs, gasoline and 
other essentials in Hawaii has beep 
placed under single jurisdiction. He gaig 
that some confusion in distribution was 
unavoidable, but pointed out that this 
would be remediéd with the arrival of 
new supplies. 

Turning to the problem of Sabotage, 
General Emmons said, “If the courage of 
the people in the islands is to be maip. 
tained and the moraie sustained, we eap. 
not afford unnecessarily and indiserinj. 
nately to keep any number of loyal work. 
ers from useful employment.’ He reported 
that “there have been very few cases of 
actual sabotage,” but cautioned that “this 
does not mean that you can relax.” He 

yarned the constituted authorities and 
the general public “to be alert against 
possible saboteurs.” 

Explaining to friends and relatives that 
questionable prisoners would not be mis 
treated, General Emmons said, “These 
people are not prisoners of war and will 
not be treated as such. I intend very 
shortly to permit the inspection of d& 
tained aliens by representative citizens 
and aliens in order that the public may 
be reassured as to the treatment they are 
receiving.” 

He added that “the Army believes the 
strongest defender is an intelligent de 
fender,” and told his radio audience that 
they would be informed of the facts. Con 
cluding his broadcast, General Emmons 
said, “Let me reiterate the necessity for 
pulling together. .. . We must remember 
that this is America and we must do 
things the American way... . We must 
distinguish between loyalty and disloy- 
alty among our people ; sometimes this is 
difficult ; especially under the stress of 
war. However, we must not knowingly 
and deliberately deny any loyal citizen 
the opportunity of exercising or demon 
strating his loyalty in a concrete way.” 





Pearl Harbor Probe Praised 

Secretary of the Navy Knox’s frank te 
port on the Pearl Harbor attack and the 
President’s choice of an_ investigating 
board and of new commanders came i 
for Congressional praise this week. 

Representative Woodruff, of Mich, 
stated that the two acts “will go far tore 
establish the confidence of the Nation in 
the conduct of the war a confidence whic 
is vital to the conduct of the war.”

Extend Draft Ages 

The President this week approved leg- 
islation, H. R. 6215, calling for a regis- 
tration of all males, 18 to 65, and extend- 
ing liability for selective service to all 
males between the ages of 20 and 45. 

The bill passed with the Senate amend- 
ment, a substitution for the original bill, 
including an amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Clark, of Mo., granting personnel now 
in the service an additional 120 days to 
apply for National Service Life Insurance 
without examination and removing all re- 
strictions as to time in which to file ap- 
plications, if the person is in good health. 

The amendment would also grant auto- 
matie insurance of at least $5,000 to any 
person who was in the active service on 
or after 8 Oct. 1940, and before the end 
of 120 days from passage of this act, who 
died in line of duty. Such insurance also 
would be payable to dependents of those 
totally disabled in line of duty during 
the same period. 

Under the amendment, if a person died 
in line of duty or was totally disabled, 
and had no National Service Life Insur- 
ance, $5,000 in such insurance would issue 
as of the date of this act. If he had $1,000 
in insurance, $4,000 in additional insur- 
ance would issue. 

The amendment adopted is the same as 
the amendment offered by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee H. R. 6219. 

As passed by the Senate males between 
19 and 45 would be liable for service. In 
a conference between the House and Sen- 
ate the minimum age was raised to 20 
years.

The flight, made over a route totaling 
more than 10,000 miles, was described ag 
“the longest flight over water ever made” 





New Navy Hospital Acquired 

The Navy Department announced late 
last week that the Norconian Hotel at 
Corona, Calif., 35 miles southeast of Le 
Angeles, has been acquired and will be 
converted immediately into a major hog 
pital for convalescent cases. The hotd 
building at present can accommodate 3% 
cases, but plans call for its expansion 
until at least 1500 persons can be treated, 

It is planned to bring cases from the 
Hawaiian Island attack to the new he 
pital, which has been officially designated 
the U. S. Naval Hospital, Corona, Calif. 
Negotiations for the property had been 
under way a short time before the Japa- 
nese attack in the Pacific. The deal was 
closed immediately upon receipt of news 
of the attack. 





Decentralize War Procurement 

To expedite the war effort by decentral- 
izing War Department procurement, Up 
der Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson 
this week authorized local contracting 
and procurement officers to award all con 
tracts amounting to less than $1,000,00 
in their own offices without sending them 
to Washington for approval.

Reviewing the effect of our entry into 
war upon domestic business conditions, 
the Department of Commerce, in its week- 
ly supplement to the Survey of Current 
Business, reports, “Immediate readjust- 
ment to war conditions proceeded after 
the attack by Japan. Mobilization of the 
Nuation’s resources for production of an 
ever-growing volume of military supplies 
was accelerated, As the President indi- 
cated, principal raw material shortages 
are in the metals, and output of civilian 
commodities embodying these must be 
further curtailed as new armament plants 
begin activity. Quick action was taken to 
conserve rubber as the use of stocks was 
restricted and sales of new tires were 
temporarily suspended, Additional cuts 
were also made in automobile quotas for 
December and January, Automobile pro- 
duction this month and next will not ex- 
ceed 40 and 25 per cent of the output in 
the like months a year ago. 

“Rubber, tin, chrome, and hemp are the 
most important commodities whose sup- 
plies are affected by the Eastern conflict. 
In each instance, however, stockpiles have 
been built, and only civilian uses will suf- 
fer. Complete control of existing stocks is 
expected to be assumed by the Govern- 
ment; so the incidence of curtailment will 
be rationally effected. 

“Prices in many wholesale commodity 
markets reacted strongly to the new war 
situation, though the rise was not com- 
parable to that in September 1939, The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics’ index of basic 
commodity prices moved from 156.7 on 
December 5 to 160.2 on December 12, Both 
domestic and import commodities par- 
ticipated in the rise. However, many of 
the prices of raw material imports were 
held stable by reason of their already be- 
ing under price control while a number 
of others were placed under such control 
during the week. This latter factor, plus a 
substantial anticipatory rise in previous 
months, prevented a more extreme ad- 
vance, 

“In the security markets, the first week 
of war brought a further decline, but 
no serious break developed. The Dow- 
Jones 65-stock average dropped from 
89.25 on 6 December to 36.14 on 10 De- 
cember, and closed the week on 13 Decem- 
ber at 36.66, Over the week, the Dow- 
Jones bond average declined from 90,10 
to 87.91. 

“Little change is recorded by weekly 
production data, as industries covered by 
such series are already operating at near 
capacity limits in most instances, Bitu- 
minous coal production has recovered its 
pre-strike level, and power output in the 
Southeast has been stepped up by heavy 
rains, Freight carloadings remain in large 
volume as seasonal declines continue to 
be smaller than usual,”

Merchant Marine 

Expansion of the war training program 
of men for the American Merchant Ma- 
rine was furthered last week when thre 
vessels were added to the training fleet 
of the Maritime Service. The new ve 
sels, two of which are former passenger 
liners, the third a private yacht acquired 
by gift, are all late model craft, the Mari- 
time Commission states. 

The passenger liners, the SS Boston 
and SS New York, were acquired by char 
ter from the Eastern Steamship Lines of 
Maine, while the yacht Nenemosha was 4 
gift of Mrs. Jessie Ball du Pont. 

At the same time it was reported that 
three other 6000-ton coastal passenger 
liners, the SS Alleghany, SS Berkshire, 
and the SS City of Chattanooga should 
be ready to join the expanding training 
fleet in several weeks. A fourth vessel, 4 
Liberty ship of 10,000 tons now under cor 
struction, will be christened the Americad 
Mariner and will join its two companion 
ships, the American Seaman and Ameri: 
can Sailor, with the training fleet. 

The Maritime industry is the first to 
become permanently stabilized for the 
prosecution of the war, according ™ 
a Maritime Commission announcement te 
leased late last week. The complete ac 
cord between government, employee, and 
employer was reached at a conference 
called in Washington last week by the 
Maritime» Commission and the Depart 
ment of Labor. 

The representatives at the conference 
gave unanimous approval to a four-point 
statement of principles which said: 
“There will be no strikes or lockouts dur 
ing the war period; a uniform basis be 
reached for war areas and war bonuses 
and insurance; all rights guaranteed t 
labor and industry under collective bat 
gaining will be retained and all agree 
ments and obligations in existence will 1B 
no way be violated. Labor and manage 
ment promise to give their full energie 
to the successful completion of the Dt 
tion’s victory program; Maritime W# 
Emergency Board shall be set up to set:

Stimson Warns of Treachery 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson 
this week issued a warning to the Ameri- 
can people to “increase their vigilance 
during the coming Holiday Season to the 
end that we shall not be the victims of 
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treachery from within.” The complete 
text of the Secretary's warning is as fol- 
lows: 

“There must be no false sense of security 
nor slackening of the National vigilance dur- 
ing the Holiday Season. Christmas and New 
Years in America are, by tradition, periods 
of relaxation. All owners and operators of 
plants engaged in manufacturing national de 
fense materials, all Federal and State law 
enforcement agencies, and all loyal citizens 
and residents, should increase their vigilance 
during the coming Holiday Season to the end 
that we shall not be the victims of treachery 
from within,”

ish seat of government were threatened 
by invasion and occupation from the ag- 
gressive Axis powers. Should that occur, 
he said, the British possessions in this 
hemisphere might fall into the hands of 
aggressive powers so that the “surround- 
ing oceans would be transformed from 
protective means of defense into easy 
avenues of enemy approach.” Consequent- 
ly, Mr. Stimson said, “We have reenforced 
our British bastion of defense” by trans- 
ferring weapons to them, the lend lease 
act, exchanging destroyers for bases, etc. 

Speaking of the Panama Canal the 
Secretary reports that its garrison has 
been materially increased and that other 
protective measures have been taken to 
guard against interruption of traffic by 
sabotage or possible enemy action. Work 
on the additional set of locks is going for- 
ward at an increased rate and it is hoped 
to have it completed “well ahead of 
schedule.” 

In his discussion of the Army Air 
Forces, Secretary Stimson says: 

“The functions of modern air power which 
have been developed and demonstrated dur- 
ing this war have vitally affected previously 
approved methods of warfare, They have been 
carefully studied by our own Army and have 
powerfully affected our plans and organiza- 
tions. Fortunately our own Air Corps has 
kept itself in the forefront of this develop- 
ment even before the recent startling dis- 
closures of the conflict itself. American con- 
struction has been in the van of the progress 
which is now making possible a striking arm 
of extreme mobility and phenomenal range. 
The development of our flying fortresses, 
which have just demonstrated their supreme 
characteristics over Germany, was begun by 
the American Air Corps in 1934, 

“The recently demonstrated effectiveness of 
air power as against sea power in the con- 
fined limits of the Mediterranean has sug- 
gested revolutionary possibilities for the de- 
fense of American interests in the similar seas 
of the southwestern Pacific, It has also sug- 
gested the enormous powers of a hemispheric 
defense which, radiating out from the manu- 
facturers and training grounds of the United 
States and taking advantage of our now ex- 
isting ocean and continental bases, may strike 
at and ward off aggressive hostile sea power 
long before it is able to approach our shores, 

“Acting in well-trained cooperation with 
our ground forces, our shorter ranged dive 
and attack bombers are supplementing and 
expanding in warfare of rapid movement the 
demolition and counter-battery work former- 
ly the exclusive role of our heavy artillery. 
And, guided by the carefully worked out de- 
tection systems of home defense which are 
now being installed throughout our seacoast 
states, our swift interceptors and fighting 
planes are planning to defend our large cities 
from approaching enemy bombers. 

“Naturally such a revolutionary growth of 
air power could not take place without differ- 
ences of opinion as to its proper organiza- 
tion and control. These differences of opin- 
jon have been world-wide and the air power 
of different nations has been developed on 
patterns and under methods which have dif- 
fered from each other. In America we have 
had the advantage of studying the effect of 
the test of war upon these differing theories 
and methods, 

“We are trying to give the organization of 
our own air force the full benefit of the les- 
sons which have been thus learned. From 
them there seem to stand out certain clearly 
demonstrated principles. An air force should 
have the freedom through independent ex- 
perimentation and research to develop new 
forms of aireraft which will embody the latest 
improvements in the manufacturing art as 
well as the power to procure for its own force 
such new types of planes. It should also have 
the freedom to plan for their effective use and 
to select and train the special personnel— 
pilots, bombardiers, navigators, observers, 
and mechanics, necessary to operate the 
planes. It should have the power to create an 
air staff to plan air strategy and effective 
cooperation with ground and naval forces, and 
it should have the power to insure the perma- 
nence of the technique which it thus creates 
by the training and creation of an adequate 
permanent force of regular officers, 

“On the other hand, when it performs its 
final and most critical function, namely, that 
of fighting in coopération with armies on the 
surface of the land or navies on the surface 
of the sea, it must submit itself to the condi- 
tions which make that cooperation as perfect 
as possible. And the experience of this war 
has fully demonstrated that such cooperation 
cannot be perfected without a unity of com- 
mand and that this unity of command cannot 
be successful unless it extends to combined 
training taken in preparation for cooperation 
as well as to the acts of cooperation them- 
selves. The principle of unity of command, 
however, applies not only to specific theaters 
of operations. For the Army as a whole, air 





and ground, there must be a single head for 
the final determination of broad policies and 
especially for the allocation of forces to vari- 
ous purposes or theaters, within the discre- 
tion of the constitutional commander in chief. 

“In our recent revision of the organization 
of the Air Corps we have endeavored to carry 
out these guiding principles, The rival views 
formerly held in the air and ground forces 
have, I believe, been thoroughly reconciled and 
the soundness of the new organization is now 
cordially acquiesced in by both sides. At the 
recent maneuvers in Louisiana there were em- 
ployed at least four types of combat planes 
which were concededly superior to any yet- 
produced by the warring nations of Europe. 
In their work of cooperation with the ground 
forces at those maneuvers our airmen dis- 
played a spirit and a technique of coopera- 
tion which, in the light of their comparatively 
brief training, was astonishing. An organiza- 
tion which can produce such results in so brief 
a time should not be subjected to the de- 
structive efforts of hasty legislation. We have 
been progressing by an orderly and good- 
tempered evolution. It is no time for the in- 
tervention of arbitrary or ill-advised experi- 
ments.” 





Vast Powers Given CinCUS

ing over his new post. 

So inclusive are the new powers given 
the CinC that the Chief of Operations 
will become concerned with little more 
than meeting the logistic and such other 
needs of the operating forces as are trans- 
mitted to him by the CinC. 

As a matter of fact, considering the new 
duties assigned to the Cin, it is quite 
likely that the following divisions or por- 
tions of them, now under the Chief of 
Operations, will be transferred to the 
CinC’s office: War Plans, Ships Move- 
ments, Intelligence, Communications, 
Fleet Maintenance, and Fleet Training. If 
such oflices are not transferred from 
Operations to CinC certainly the latter 
will have to set up counterparts in his 
office, for their principal functions now 
come under his jurisdiction. 

The reorganization was effected in the 
following executive order, signed 18 Dec. 
and made public 20 Dee. : 

“By virtue of the power vested in me 
as President of the United States and as 
Commander-in-Chief of the armed forces 
of the United States and by the Consti- 
tution and Statutes of the United States, 
particularly the Act of 22 May 1917, it is 
hereby ordered that the Commander-in- 
Chiet of the United States Fleet, shall 
hive supreme command of the operating 
forces comprising the several fleets of the 
United States Navy and the operating 
forces of the naval coastal frontier com- 
mands, and shall be directly responsible, 
under the general direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, to the President of the 
United States. 

“The staff of the Commander-in-Chief, 
United States Fleet, shall be composed of 
a Chief of Staff and of such other officers 
and agencies as appropriate and neces- 
sary to perform duties in general as fol- 
lows: 

“(a) Make available for evaluation, all 
pertinent information and naval intelli- 
gence, 

“(b) Prepare and execute plans for 
current war operations. 

“(c) Conduct operational duties. 

“(d) Effect all essential communica- 
tions. 

“(e) Direct training essential to earry- 
ing out operations, 

“(f) Serve as personal aides. 

“The Commander-in-Chief shall keep 
the Chief of Naval Operations informed 
of the logistic and other needs of the 
operating forces, and in turn the Chief of 
Naval Operations shall keep the Com- 
mander-in-Chief informed as to the ex- 
tent to which the various needs can be 
met, Subject to the foregoing, the duties 
and responsibilities of the Chief of Naval 
Operations under the Secretary of the 
Navy will remain unchanged. The Chief 
of Naval Operations shall continue to be 
responsible for the preparation of war 
plans from the long range point of view. 

“In order that close liaison may be 
maintained with the Navy Department 
the principal office of the Commander-in- 
Chief shall be in the Navy Department 
unless otherwise directed.” 

It will be noted by the above executive 
order, that in addition to giving the Cin- 
CUS supreme control over the Fleet and 
its operations, it also gives him control

over the naval coastal frontier com- 
mands, which are commanded individu- 
ally by the Naval District Commanders, 
thus giving the CinC a certain amount of 
control over the latter. 





Supply Corps Personnel 


No officers of the Supply Corps will be 
ordered to post-graduate instruction dur- 
ing this fiscal year, Rear Adm. Ray Spear, 
(SC), USN, paymaster general of the 
Navy, states in his annual report made 
public this week. 

“The continued and increased national 
emergency,” Admiral Spear states, “has 
necessitated the retention on active duty 
of officers of the Supply Corps, U. 8. 
Navy, upon retirement, as well as the re- 
‘all of others from inactive duty. At the 
end of the fiscal year 1941 there were 101 
officers of the Supply Corps, U. S. Navy, 
Retired, serving on active duty in shore 
billets.” 

In his report Admiral Spear outlines 
the increasing problems which have con- 
fronted the Supply Corps as the result 
of the national emergency and the lease- 
lend program. 


Speaking for increasing stocks, he 
says, “In support of requests for addi- 


tional capital in the Naval Supply <Ac- 
count Fund, the Paymaster General has 
consistently asserted the need for stocks 
equivalent to 12 months’ issues at the 
principal supply points—primarily the 
ten continental navy yards and the two 
naval supply depots. Stocks in the aggre- 
gate at these activities increased more 
than two and one-third times during the 
fiscal year, but the rate of issue increased 


simultaneously to the extent that the 
average lasting period for these inven- 
tories did not materially change. This 
over-call average on 31 March 1941 


showed only five months stock on hand 
at the third quarter issue rate.” 





Promote Marine Commandant 

Legislation designed to give the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps rank of 
lieutenant general was favorably reported 
this week by the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee. 

The bill, S. 2094, was requested by the 
Navy Department, which in a letter to 
Congress pointed out that “Under exist- 
ing law the Major General Commandant 
of the Marine Corps has the rank, pay and 
allowances of a major general in the 
Army. Comparison of the rank author- 
ized for high command positions in the 
Army and Navy with the command which 
devolves upon the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps leads to the conclusion that, 
for the proper and efficient administration 
of that command, the rank of lieutenant 
general would be more suitable.” 

Title of the commandant would be 
changed from “Major General Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps” to “Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps” by the bill. 

There is little additional pay involved 
in the proposal, which has Budget Bureau 
approval, A lieutenant general receives 
pay and allowances of a major general, 
plus a $500 annual money allowance. 

Further action on 8. 2094 by the Sen- 
ate or by the House is not likely until the 
first of the new year. ; 





Action in the Far East 

A dispatch from Admiral Thomas C. 
Hart, released by the Navy Department 
Friday, states that one enemy transport, 
one minesweeper were sunk in action in 
the Far East. An additional transport 
and one seaplane tender were also prob- 
ably sunk, the report stated. 

Press reports of U. 8. submarine activi- 
ties in the Far East on Christmas Day 
were confirmed by the Navy. In its state- 
ment the Navy said that Manila had been 
declared an open city as defined by the 
Hague Convention Treaty. 

In the Eastern Pacific, the Navy said 
that naval operations against enemy sub- 
marines are being vigorously prosecuted. 


Separate Air Force Hearings 

Senator Pat McCarran, Nev., who has 
pressed for the creation of an indepen- 
dent air force, said this week that Sena- 
tor Robert R. Reynolds, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, had 
assured him that hearings would soon be 
begun on the bill which would set up :

Defense of Wake Island 

The gallant 14 day defense of a smal 
detachment of Marines against an all-out 
Japanese attack against Wake Island 
ended this week. Time and again the gar- 
rison of 385 men repulsed Japanese at 
tacks. In their defense of the small is 
land, which lies 2,000 miles West of Hono 
lulu, the Marines sank three enemy de 
stroyers and 1 cruiser. Their miraculous 
defense against overwhelming odds is 
perhaps best told in the Navy Depart 
ment communique which follows: 

“Less than 400 held Wake Isla 
against all-out Japanese attack from ! 
Dec., until 23 Dee., inclusive, the Navy 
Department said this week. The Marines 
were under the command of Maj. James 
P. S. Devereaux. The garrison consisted 
of 13 marine officers, 365 marines, 1 naval 
medical officer, and six naval medical rat 
ings. 

The garrison held off the attack for 
14 days with equipment consisting of !- 
fighter planes; six 5-inch, 51 caliber guns 
12 83-inch anti-aircraft guns ; 18 50-caliber 
anti-aircraft guns; and 30 30-caliber anti 
aircraft guns plus the usual light 
weapons. There were six searchlights 0 
the island.
